Health advice Is 
Just outrageous

TOWN councillors have 
condemned as ‘outrageous’ 
advice given by NHS Suffolk 
over the bank holiday 
weekend that people should 
only go to accident and 
emergency departments ‘if 
they think they are dying’. 

Members of Haverhill Town Council 
believe this typifies the trust’s 
patronising attitude towards patients, 
especially in their own town. 

The town council backed the 
campaign launched by the Weekly News 
earlier this year for more health 
provision for Haverhill, to cope with 
extra demand following the closure of 
the walk-in Crown Health Centre at the 
end of July 

The centre had more than 900 
registered patients and had attracted 
22,500 visits since it opened in 2009. 

However, NHS Suffolk said it had failed 
in its aim of reducing visits to A&E 
departments from Haverhill and was too 
expensive at £1.2 million a year.

Five firms into 
next leg of bid 


FIVE bidders have 
successfully made it 
through to the next 
stage of the process to 
decide who will 
maintain Suffolk’s 
roads in the future. 

The successful private 
company will be responsible 
for work such as repairing 
potholes, gritting winter 
roads and carrying out 
routine maintenance for at 
least the next five years. 

The companies going 
through to the next phase of 
the bidding are Amey, 
Balfour Beatty Workplace, 
Carillion/Mott MacDonald, 
Enterprise Mouchel and 
MGWSP (May Gurney/WSP). 

Cllr Guy McGregor, Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for roads, planning 
and transport, said: “The 
current arrangements for our 
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highways maintenance 
already includes using both 
external contractors together 
with in- house expertise, but 
this move will create a joined 
up and coherent 
arrangement for the service 
in the future. 

“The important point to 
stress is that from a public 
point of view, the contract 
arrangement will secure high 
standards for Suffolk roads 
and improvements will 
continue to be made in the 
county. 

“We have been clear that 
we will retain our area offices 
to keep local relationships 
for parishes and town 
councils for highways 
matters and by working with 
Norfolk County Council as a 


neighbouring authority also 
going through this process, 
we have shared learning to 
make sure that we get the 
best deal for Suffolk’s 
residents.” 

From April, the selected 
company is expected to save 
council tax payers £4.5 
million each year. 

All five companies made it 
through the shortlisting 
process after Suffolk County 
Council felt the quality of 
each submission was 
sufficiently high to warrant 
keeping them all in. The 
decision means more 
competition for those left in 
the process. 

The council will invite all 
five companies for their final 
submissions in mid- 
September. 

The county council’s 
cabinet will decide on the 
award of the contract at its 
meeting on December 11. 


First exhibition will 
be showcasing skills 

A GROUP which aims to preserve and 
pass on precious stitch and textile skills 
is holding its first ever exhibition next 
month. 

4S - The Stitch Skills Swap Shop - is a 
small group of skilled amateur 
embroidery and textile craft enthusiasts 
from across East Anglia, originally 
founded in Haverhill, who meet regularly 
to develop and share their skills and 
learn new techniques. 

The exhibition takes place in the 
Edmunds Gallery of St Edmundsbury 
Cathedral in Bury St Edmunds, between 
September 21 and 27, by kind 
permission of the Dean and Chapter. 

It will showcase examples of the 
group’s work including hand and 
machine embroidery, fabric 
manipulation, canvas work and silk 
paper and beads. The group has also 
dyed and painted fabrics, made and 
altered books and created fascinators 
and Diva dolls. The centrepiece will be a 
display of pockets and tags, the 
patterns of which have been inspired by 
the work of Jan Messant and feature 
design elements from the cathedral.

The trust has previously been criticised 
for suggesting that patients visited A&E with 
trivial injuries such as cut fingers and that 
they should seek advice from pharmacies 
instead of visiting a doctor. 

NHS Suffolk posted an article on its 
website before the Bank Holiday asking: 
“Do you seriously think you’re dying? If the 
answer is no, then it’s likely you shouldn’t be 
at A&E looking for medical treatment.” 

Will Austin, Haverhill town clerk, said the 
council believed that NHS Suffolk should be 
providing proper health services in 
Haverhill, rather than telling its residents 
not to use health services. 

He said: “It has caused concern locally. 
We believe it indicates that NHS Suffolk is 
neglecting our community in its provision 
of health care. I just hope nobody died as a 
consequence. 

“In Haverhill it echoes in quite a sinister 
way. We are being told we cannot see a 
doctor and now we are being told not to go 


to A&E. What do we do when we are ill, go 
and see a chemist? We pay NHS Suffolk to 
provide us with doctors, so where are the 
doctors? 

“Along with their actions in cutting health 
care services in Haverhill, their words show 
a miserable lack of respect for the needs of 
the community they are supposed to care 
for. 

“Haverhill wants to know why, after 
they’ve stolen £1.2m from us, and when 
they’ve had an additional £24m from the 
Government this year, they can’t even 
provide an A&E service, let alone provide us 
with enough GPs.” 

In the original article, GP Dr John Havard 
said: “A&E stands for accident and 
emergency, which means you should only 
be there if you’ve had a serious accident or 
you have a medical emergency. 

“Having toothache isn’t going to kill you 
and a bad back doesn’t mean you’re about 
to die. Earache isn’t life-threatening and a 
tummy upset will pass in time. 

“Staff at A&E are busy saving people’s 


lives - it’s important their time is not wasted 
by people who shouldn’t be there and who 
could be getting the right medical 
treatment elsewhere.” 

The posting was amended after 
complaints were received about the 
wording. 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk said: “The 
language of the message, released to the 
media on Monday, August 20, was too blunt 
and it has been removed from our website. 
We stand by the sentiment that A&E is for 
emergencies. Some people do use A&E 
departments across the region 
inappropriately, and this makes an 
unwanted pressure for stretched 
emergency departments, especially over 
long weekends. 

“If people think they need to see a GP 
urgently out of hours, they should ring their 
surgery and they will be diverted to the out- 
of-hours service. Pharmacies are also open 
and can offer good advice and over-the- 
counter treatment. NHS Direct offers 24/7 
advice and information on 0845 46 47.”

Swimming 
style lands 
top prize 

ACTIVE businessman Robert Haylock 
received a prize for his strong swimming 
after completing a 14km open water swim. 

Robert, who runs Machine Part 
Engineering in Haverhill and has previously 
completed several long cycle rides, took 
part in the swim along the River Thames 
between Henley Bridge and Marley Bridge. 

A total of 200 swimmers took part, but 
Robert was one of only eight who did so as 
a ‘skin swimmer’ wearing only swimming 
costumes and not wet suits. 

He was presented with his prize of a pool 
watch by British triathlete and four-time 
World Ironman champion Chrissie 
Wellington, who completed the swim despite 
having a fractured bone in her foot. 

Robert said: “Wet suits are for wimps. A 
wet suit make it easier, it gives one 
buoyancy being clad in neoprene, plus the 
water slips over the rubber much easier 
than the human skin, it’s about 25 per cent 
easier/quicker in a wet suit. 

“I won the first prize up for a strong skin 
swimmer, coming back after failing to 
complete last year, when I damaged my 
knee the week before the swim playing 
cricket. I had my knee operation back in 
April and starting training again for the 
Bridge to Bridge.” 

The swim took in three locks and four 
food stops before reaching Marlow Rowing 
Club, with finishing times ranging from two 
hours 50 minutes to six hours. Robert’s time 
was four hours 33 minutes. 



Travellers’ camp 
looks poised to 
be ‘moved on’ 

TRAVELLERS are again occupying a piece 
of land close to a children’s playground - 
after digging up fencing put in to stop 
them gaining access. 

On Tuesday night, the traveller 
encampment of six caravans, 10 vehicles 
and 18 people appeared on the land off 
Bergamot Road, Haverhill. 

It is believed to be the same travellers 
who occupied the land last year, provoking 
complaints from residents. 

Will Austin, Haverhill town clerk, said he 
had been informed by police of the arrival 
of the travellers and also received a 
complaint from a member of the public 
that posts put in to block access to the site 
had been removed and that vehicles were 
churning up the land. 

He said: “The relevant agencies are 
engaged with the travellers, including the 
county council’s traveller liaison officer. I 
understand they have said that they are 
not expecting to stay there very long, but I 
am sure that various agencies will continue 
to monitor the site and take action to get 
them to leave if this is not the case.” 

A spokesman for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, which owns the land, 
said: “We can confirm that this is council 
owned land and that it is being illegally 
occupied. The travellers appear to be the 
group that also illegally occupied the same 
site last year. 

“They arrived last night and dug up the 
fencing to gain access. There appear to be 
about six caravans and various other 
vehicles. We are working with the police 
and the county council’s gypsy and 
traveller officer to assess their needs, and 
our intention is to move them on as 
quickly as possible.” 


Council looking to 


take on building 


A COUNCIL is hoping to 
take over the running of a 
large building connected to 
a library and make it 
available for community 
groups. 

Suffolk County Council has 
indicated that it would like to see 
another group take over the 
running of the Burton Centre, 
which adjoins the library in Camps 
Road, Haverhill. 

The running of libraries across 
Suffolk has recently been passed to 
a separate organisation. 

Haverhill Town Council has 
already expressed an interested in 
taking over the building, both to 
secure the future of the library, and 
to see the largely under-used space 
made available to local groups. 

Will Austin, Haverhill town clerk, 
said the county council was 
seeking proposals from interested

parties for the building, which 
apart from some long-term users, 
is often unoccupied. 

It was previously used as a youth 
centre, until the county council 
withdrew funding for this. It is 
understood that there is more than 
one interested party, but the town 
council hopes it can work with 
others to secure the future of the 
building for community use. 

Mr Austin said: “The town 
council is very keen to run this 
facility. 

“We would like to think we can 
work in partnership with other 
organisations and retain it as a 
community facility. The county 
council will look at submission 
made by interested parties and the 
town council will be putting in a 
proposal during September. 


“The council would like to build 
on its successful acquisition of the 
arts centre and protect one of the 
most important community 
facilities in the town, to bring it 
into wider community use than is 
available at the moment. 

“It is very much under used at 
present, but is a purpose-built 
community centre. It would 
protect the library, which would 
continue to use the building 
indefinitely. 

“It could offer a wide range of 
uses that would complement the 
arts centre and provide much 
needed space to meet for local 
community groups and services. 

“We are hoping to work with 
other agencies, but it would make 
sense for the town council to take 
overall responsibility, and manage 
it in perpetuity, considering our 
wide experience of the needs of the 
town.” 


Two to appear at Crown court on arson charges 


TWO MEN facing arson charges over a fire which 
destroyed an historic barn used as a popular regional 
wedding venue, are due to appear in Crown court 
tomorrow. 

The huge blaze on June 13 at Chilford Hall, Linton, 
destroyed the 18th century barn, despite more than 60 
firefighters working through the night to tackle it. The 
Alper family, who run the venue, had hoped to re-build 
its great hall. However, so little remained of the original 
building that they now plan to demolish and rebuild on 


the site. Firefighters managed to stop the fierce blaze 
from spreading to the adjoining vineyard and winery. 

Mark Hall, 27, and Thomas Richardson, 26, both 
from addresses in Pipers Close, Haverhill, originally 
appeared at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court on June 21, 
charged with two counts of arson with intent to 
endanger life. Their case was sent to Cambridge 
Crown Court, where they will appear tomorrow. 

They have not yet made any plea to the charges.

LOTTERY millionaires 
Adrian and Gillian Bayford 
were back in their 
Haverhill music shop - 
beginning to sort through 
the sacks of mail asking for 
financial aid which have 
arrived since their huge 
win was revealed. 

Adrian, 41, was back behind 
the counter of the Suffolk Music 
Centre in Queen Street, acc¬ 
ompanied by wife Gillian, 40, and 
children Cameron, 4, and Aimee, 
6, last Thursday. 

Two weeks ago it was revealed 
that the couple had scooped the 
£148 million EuroMillions 
jackpot, the second biggest 
payout ever in the UK, behind 
Ayrshire couple Colin and Chris 
Weir, who scooped £161.6m in 
July 2011. 

It also puts them in 516th 
position in the Sunday Times 
Rich List, with more money than 
former Beatle Ringo Starr or Sir 
Tom Jones. 

The down-to earth Bayfords 
have already shown that the new¬ 
found wealth has not gone to 
their heads. 

They gave the media the slip 
when they were whisked away 
from Down Hall Country House 
Hotel, near Bishop’s Stortford, by 
helicopter, and by shunning 
exotic sunspots and heading for a 
caravan park in Scotland instead. 

Adrian stood smiling in the 
doorway of the shop, which has 
been in the charge of his business 
partner Richard Hudspith for the 
past week, with friends and 
passers-by stopping to shake his 
hand and congratulate him. 


Gillian pledged to 'make others 
smile’ by sharing their good 
fortune with friends and family, 
but hundreds of letters have been 
delivered to the shop this week 
from people hoping for some of 
the cash. 

There has even been an email 
scam, claiming to be from the 
Bayfords, asking for people’s bank 
details so that they could receive 
money from them. 

Despite a whirlwind of events 
since he realised he had bought 
his winning ticket at the nearby 
Premier Convenience Store, 
Adrian said the big win had still 
not fully sunk in. 

He felt they had no option but 
to go public. 

He told the Weekly News: “You 
might be able to keep £4 million 
or £5 million quiet, but not £148 
million. 


“I have just come back to the 
shop for a couple of hours to try 
to sort out some of the mail and 
hopefully get back to some sort of 
normality. 

“We just want to get on with 
everyday life. We have had a lot of 
media attention up in Scotland, 
but hopefully it will die down a 
bit now. 

“There are letters here from all 
over the world, but you can’t help 
everyone. There have even been 
people coming over from France 
and Germany to deliver letters in 
person. We have some ideas of 
people we would like to help, but 
we have not made any decisions 
yet. 

“Everyone in the town has been 
pleased for us and we do plan to 
stay here, but we do have to think 
about security now, especially for 
the children.”

Q My children are starting at a new 
school this September and since the 
recession our finances have been 
squeezed almost to breaking point already. 
Is there any help available for things like 
buying school uniforms? 

Citizens Advice’s Adding Up 
campaign was set up to challenge 
schools to help families by 
following these simple recession-busting 
tips: 

1. If you feel your child’s school isn’t doing 
enough to keep costs down, raise the issue 
with the school management team. Draw 
their attention to the Schools Admissions 
Code, and keep copies of all 
correspondence. 

2. If you’re not happy with the response, 
approach the school’s governing 


body. They should have a complaints 
procedure in place which will deal with 
issues such as complaints about uniform 
policies. 

3. You can also raise the issue with the 
Schools Admissions Forum in your area. 
Your local authority should be able to give 
you details. 

4. If your school has an exclusive contract 
with a uniform supplier which prevents you 
from buying ‘off the peg’ items at a cheaper 
rate, ask them to review this. 

5. If they refuse to change this policy then 
they may be subject to enforcement action 
by the Office of Fair Trading: 


www.oft.gov.uk 

6. If you are concerned that excessive 
school costs are affecting your decision 
to send your child to a particular school 
then you can object to the Schools 
Adjudicator: 

www.schoolsadjudicator.gov.uk 

7. Suggestions you can make to your 
child’s school for how to keep costs fair 
and low could include: 

Making sure uniform is available from a 
range of outlets; 

Providing sew-on or iron-on badges that 
can be put on plain clothing; 

Encourage second-hand uniform sales or 


swap schemes; 

Providing budgets for the year in September 
so parents can plan ahead; 

Being transparent about which 
contributions are voluntary. 

8. If you are really struggling with buying 
school uniform or PE kit for your child(ren), 
apply to your local authority for a School 
Uniform Grant. 

9. If you have difficulties with any of the 
above steps your local Citizens Advice 
Bureau can help. 

Many bureaux are already trying to 
influence the work of local Schools 
Admissions Forums as part of our Adding 
Up campaign.

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Unlucky breaks, but I 
still found Eldorado

Born 10 weeks early, with brittle bone disease, Julie's life expectancy was so short her 
parents were given the option of leaving her in hospital. But she defied the odds to 
become a successful actor - including a memorable role in iconic sitcom The Office - 
and a tireless campaigner for disability rights. Interview by ALICE RYAN 


A S the black cab drew 
jlA up at the station, 

1l factor Julie Fernandez 
grabbed her bag and got to 
her feet. The instant she 
stood up, she heard a 
sickening crack, felt a rush 
of pain - and knew her right 
leg was broken. 

“I was on my way back 
from giving a talk at the 
British Film Institute on 
disability equality,” says the 
TV star, with a wry laugh. “I 
heard the crack and knew 
immediately what it was: a 
freak fracture. So I said to 
the cab driver ‘forget the 
station -1 think we should 
go to A&E’. 

“I spent the next four 
months lying in bed in my 
living room and it was 
boring as hell. But you just 
have to get used to that kind 
of thing: you have to get on 
with it, don’t you?” 

Julie - best known for her 
roles as Brenda in hit 
mockumentary The Office , 
and Nessa in the ill-fated 
soap Eldorado - has brittle 
bone disease. Throughout 
her life, she has suffered a 
frightening 100 fractures 
and been through more 


than 70 operations. 

Determined not to let her 
disability hold her back, 
Julie, who uses a wheelchair, 
has become a flag-flyer for 
equal rights: despite all her 
health problems, she has 
forged a high-profile career 
path as an actress, public 
speaker and campaigner. 

Julie and husband 
Andrew are also foster 
parents; they’ve opened 
their home to some half a 
dozen teenagers in the last 
two years alone. And Julie, a 
keen crafter, recently 
opened a shop with 
business partner Sarah 
Payne: based in the village 
of Ellington, near 
Huntingdon, it’s called Bee 
Crafty. As well as selling all 
manner of materials, from 
beads and buttons to fabric, 
Julie and Sarah run frequent 
workshops, teaching skills 
from patchwork to jewellery 
making. 

“When I was stuck in bed 
for all those months a friend 
bought me a patchwork kit,” 
explains Julie, 37. “It was 
brilliant: it gave me 
something to do and 
stopped me going insane... 


Julie explains that her 
challenges began the day 
she was born - dangerously 
premature, at 10 weeks 
early. Rushed to a specialist 
natal unit, both her femurs 
fractured during a hip test. 
That’s when doctors realised 
she had brittle bone disease. 

“My parents were told my 
life expectancy was two 
years old, and that they 
could expect to have to 
carry me everywhere until 
then on a pillow. They were 
given the option to leave me 
in hospital, which is hard to 
believe now There was a 
real lack of understanding 
of my condition in those 
days. 

“My mum took me home, 
fed me up and, instead of 
growing weaker, I went from 
strength to strength. She 
learned all kinds of 
alternative therapies, 
including reflexology, and 
she used to treat me at 
home. There’s no doubt in 
my mind that made an 
enormous difference.” 

Wanting their daughter to 
lead as normal and full a life 
as possible, Julie’s parents 
refused to wrap her up in 


cotton wool. Explaining that 
her bones are so brittle, a 
gentle tap could break her 
wrist, Julie says she suffered 
seemingly endless fractures 
as a child: “I’d end up 
having to lie flat for six to 
eight weeks at a time. It was 
tough.” 

“I can remember being 
eight and in a full body 
cast,” she continues. “My 
mum got a thick duvet, 
folded it up on the kitchen 
floor, put me on it and 
presented me with a bowl of 
washed-up plates and a tea 
towel. As far as she was 
concerned, having a 
disability didn’t mean I 
couldn’t achieve things.” 

Defying doctors’ 
predictions, Julie went on to 
become a pupil at 
Hampshire’s Lord Mayor 
Treloar School and College 
where, as at home, 

‘disability was never used as 
an excuse not to do 
something’. It was while at 
Treloar that Julie caught the 
acting bug: she was part of 
the first group of disabled 
students ever to study 
drama GCSE. 

In the run-up to her A 
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M Bee Crafty has just 
turned one and, to 
celebrate, Julie and Sarah 
asked their customers to 
help stitch two ‘community 
quilts’, which are now being 
raffled in aid of two local 
charities: Julie nominated 
the Papworth Trust, which 
supports people with 
disabilities, and Sarah, who 
has a hearing impairment 
herself, selected The 
Cambridge and Huntingdon 
Deaf Children’s Society. 

“We wanted to give 
something back to the local 
community,” explains 
Sarah. “Everyone has made 
us welcome and so many 
people have supported the 
business. Both Julie and I 
are passionate about the 
impact craft can have on 
people’s lives. My husband 
died suddenly-he was 
killed in a car accident, 
aged 30 - and I felt totally 
lost. A friend bought me a 
cross-stitch kit to give me 
something to do and as 
soon as I started I was 
hooked. I think it helped me 
through the grieving 
process.”

levels, Eldorado, the BBC 
soap set on the Costa del 
Sol, came calling. The 
casting team contacted the 
school looking for an actor 
to play Vanessa, a teenage 
girl who hated schoolwork, 
liked boys - and also 
happened to use a 
wheelchair. 

“She was very like me in 
many ways,” laughs Julie. “I 
auditioned and got the job! 
And thank god I did: I 
wasn’t at all academic, so if 
Eldorado hadn’t happened 
I don’t know what I would 
have done. I flew out to 
Spain a few weeks later to 
start filming, so it was quite 
a whirlwind.” 

Starring alongside big 
names like Jesse Birdsall 
(who played the dastardly 
Marcus Tandy, seen sailing 
off into the sunset with 
puppy-dog girlfriend Pilar 
in the final episode), Julie 
was famous overnight: 

“The press followed me 
everywhere. It was quite a 
culture shock, going from 
the confines of boarding 
school to that.” 

When Eldorado was 
scrapped, amid complaints 
of poor plotlines and 
shoddy acting, Julie admits 
it was a genuine sadness. 
“The show took time to get 
going and by the end it had 
so many fans: there are still 
people campaigning now 
to bring it back.” 

Another career highlight 
was scooping the role of 
Brenda in series two of The 
Office, the award-winning 
brainchild of Ricky Gervais 
and Stephen Merchant. 
“That was such fun to work 
on,” says Julie. “The 
executive producer was 
someone I knew from 
school, so it was a very 
relaxed atmosphere for me: 
by the time I joined the 
cast, having someone on 
the team with a disability 
was nothing new

“It was a ground¬ 
breaking series in lots of 
ways - and it opened up a 
real discussion about 
disability equality, which 
was brilliant.” 

The second series of The 
Office happened to 
coincide with the 
implementation of a 
Disability Discrimination 
Act focused on providing 
equal access to goods and 
services. In one scene, 
David Brent (Gervais) and 
Gareth (Mackenzie Crook) 
attempt to carry Brenda 
downstairs as part of a fire 
drill; deciding it’s too much 
like hard work, they 
abandon her half-way 
down the staircase. Yes, 
says Julie, it was funny - 
but there could be no 
clearer illustration of the 
repercussions of 
inadequate access. 

“Wherever I want to go, 
whatever I want to do, I 
have to plan ahead and 
work out the logistics,” she 
adds. “I’m always saying 
that people with 
disabilities make great 
employees: they’re brilliant 
at solving problems and 
strategising their way 
round things... They have 
to be.” 

Although Julie has 
always pledged to live life 
to the full, she admits there 
was a time, in her 20s, 
when she wondered if 
she’d ever find love. 

“Men are generally a lot 
more body conscious than 
women when it comes to 
their partners. I did 
wonder if I’d ever meet 
anyone who’d have the 
understanding and 
kindness required. And 
then I found Andrew, and 
he’s just amazing.” 

Meeting through Julie’s 
charity work - she is a 
tireless campaigner for 
various causes - the couple 
got together a decade ago

and married in 2008. 

“We decided not to have 
children. I knew there 
would be a 50/50 chance of 
a child inheriting brittle 
bone disease and, while I 
have an amazing life, I 
don’t want to give this 
disability to another 
human being. 

“We discussed adoption, 
but Andrew wasn’t too 
keen. So we decided to 
foster. We get mostly 
teenagers and, though it 
can be hard work, it’s an 
amazing and rewarding 
experience.” 

Julie concedes that 
juggling all her 
commitments - the shop, 
the kids, her media and 
charity work - can be 
exhausting. “I don’t have 
room for anything else. 
Most days I’m in bed by 
8pm.” 

But Julie has a 
philosophical approach, 
informed in part by her 
open-minded upbringing. 
“My parents are both 
spiritualists, so I grew up 
with a mind open to all 
kinds of possibilities. It’s 
not a religious thing for me, 
but I do believe in life after 
death - that there is 
something more. 

“I can actually see spirits. 
The first time it happened I 
was still a child: it was a 
woman running along, as if 
she was being chased... 

Her hair was flying out 
behind her. I think the 
universe is an amazing 
place, full of mysteries. 
There’s so much we still 
don’t understand.” 

“As I said, I have an 
amazing life,” adds Julie. 
“It’s proof, if it were 
needed, that having a 
disability shouldn’t hold 
you back - it shouldn’t stop 
you doing anything.”

A MEETING to set a town's 
new policing issues will be 
held on September 10 and 
its sector commander is 
hoping that handing out 
tickets to motorists illegally 
parked in the High Street 
will be taken off the 
agenda.

He said: “We are still issuing 
tickets, but it is having no effect 
whatsoever. 

“The public has made it a 
priority, so we will still be out 
there trying to enforce it, but no 
matter how many tickets we 
issue, it makes no difference. 
Hopefully those who attend will 
agree that it should no longer be 
a priority, so that we can 
prioritise something where we 
can make a difference.” 

The Inspector said he expected 
that tackling anti-social 
behaviour in Queen Street would 
continue to be a priority, as work 
was continuing on this. No 
evidence had been found of anti¬ 
social behaviour on the 
Chalkstone estate by people 
returning home from the town 
centre, so this would probably be 
replaced.

T HE life of 
celebrated 
psychologist 
Sigmund Freud comes to 
the stage when the 
Theatre Royal Bath 
brings Hysteria , written 
and directed by Terry 
Johnson and starring Sir 
Antony Sher, to 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

Having fled Nazi

The big film

THE human brain is capable of 
processing hundreds of billions of 
instructions every second, putting to 
shame many supercomputers. 

But like those supercomputers, the 
brain is susceptible to viruses and 
corruption. 

False memories can be planted - 
without any malicious intent: an 
older family member recounts a 
hilarious anecdote from our 
formative years and without any 
evidence to the contrary, we ‘create’ 
an image in the mind’s eye to match 
their perception. 

The complexities of the brain, and 
the ease with which it can be 
tricked, are the central theme of Total 
Recall, a testosterone-fuelled 
remake of the 1990 Paul Verhoeven 
action adventure inspired by Philip K 
Dick’s short story We Can 
Remember It For You Wholesale. 
Punctuated by thrilling action set 
pieces set to Harry Gregson- 
Williams’ bombastic score, Len 
Wiseman’s film barely pauses for 
breath to worry about 
characterisation as preposterous 
twist follows outrageous turn. 

Fans of the Arnold Schwarzenegger 
version will be two steps ahead of 
the screenwriters, but directorial brio 
and eye-popping special effects hold 
our interest when there is nothing on 
screen to fire our little grey cells. 

In the late 21st century, Earth is a 


radioactive wasteland apart from 
two outposts on opposite sides of 
the planet: the prosperous United 
Federation of Britain ruled by 
Chancellor Cohaagen (Bryan 
Cranston) and the polluted, rain- 
saturated Colony, home to millions 
of workers and the underground 
resistance led by Matthias (Bill 
Nighy). 

Factory worker Doug Quaid (Colin 
Farrell) lives in this hellhole with his 


wife Lori (Kate Beckinsale) and 
travels to work in the UFB with best 
friend Harry (Bokeem Woodbine) via 
The Fall: a giant elevator running 
close to the Earth’s core which links 
the two settlements. 

Unfulfilled and frustrated, Doug visits 
Rekall, a shadowy company which 
promises to realise clients’ dreams 
by implanting artificial memories. 

In Doug’s case, he wants to be a 
super spy. 


Shortly before the procedure takes 
hold, Rekall technician McClane 
(John Cho) discovers that Doug’s 
memory has been wiped. 

In the blink of an eye, the factory 
worker’s world implodes and he 
goes on the run in the company of 
rebel agent Melina (Jessica Biel). 
Total Recall is bombastic fun so long 
as you disengage your brain and 
submit to the gargantuan leaps in 
logic.

Boosting bulbs for springtime 


I F your summer pots are 
looking straggly and tired, 
bite the bullet, bin the 
summer bedding and make a 
head start by filling your 
containers with spring bulbs. 

Bulbs often do better in containers 
than in the ground, as you can control 
drainage better and plant them in 
gritty compost which gives them more 
chance of success. 

Ideally, daffodils, crocuses and 
hyacinths should be planted by the 
end of September, although they can 
be planted later. 

Tulips should be planted in late 
October or November, as they need a 
drop in temperature to root well. 
Planting in lower temperatures may 
also reduce the chances of them 
getting a fungal disease called tulip 
blight (Botrytis tulipae), which can rot 
the bulbs or cause lesions on the 
leaves. 

Don’t be fooled into thinking that 
spring bulbs in pots should all be of 
the dwarf variety. 

While there’s few prettier sights 
than a mass of deep blue muscari 
filling a small traditional terracotta 
pot, don’t be afraid of planting big, 
bold bulbs en masse in bigger pots 
because, provided they are in a fairly 
sheltered spot away from strong 
winds, they should give you a 
stunning display. 

Crown imperials (Fritillaria 
imperialis) look impressive planted in

groups of three in large metal 
containers in a contemporary setting, 
alongside trimmed box and other 
architectural plants, while narcissi 
with stout stems, such as N. Bridal 
Crown, will provide long-lasting 
blooms and won’t topple over in 
cooler situations. 

I love the strong form of the Darwin 
tulips, which can reach 50-60cm in 
height and bloom from mid to late 
spring. They are how you would 
expect a tulip to look, with no frills or 
blousy flowers. A surefire winner is 
Tulipa Queen Of Night, with its strong 
stems carrying silky purple-black 
flowers. I prefer to plant it as a single 
variety, without any plant partners, 
and place it against a white wall to 
show off its deep, rich colour to its 
best. Many gardeners opt for layering 
bulbs for a continuous display 
throughout spring. This is done by 
planting a variety of bulbs at different 
depths in the pot. 


For instance, in a large container 
insert larger bulbs such as tulips, 
covering them in compost, then add 
another layer of medium-sized bulbs 
such as dwarf narcissi and cover these, 
then finally add small bulbs such as 
crocuses or snowdrops and top them 
with a final layer of compost. 

The bulbs nearer the top will flower 
first, then as they die down they will 
be replaced by the medium bulbs, 
which will in turn be replaced by the 
larger bulbs later in the season. 
Recipes might include Scilla siberica 
on the top layer, Narcissus Tete a Tete 
in the middle layer and Tulipa Golden 
Apeldoorn on the bottom layer, but 
there are many other possibilities. 

When planting bulbs, place crocks 
in the bottom of the pot, add 15-20cm 
of multi-purpose compost with added 
John Innes or bulb fibre and begin 
your layering, nestling late-flowering 
bulbs into the surface of the compost 
and adding compost just to cover the 
bulbs or leave the tips showing. 

If you leave pots outside in the 
winter, don’t let them become sodden. 
Stand the pots on feet to allow the 
moisture to drain through. 

However, don't let the pots dry out 
either or it will lead to stunted growth 
and flowers which wilt quickly. 

It’s a good bet to put the pots by the 
house in winter, moving them to 
expose them to the elements from 
February onwards, so they don’t dry 
out. Once the bulbs are in flower, 
water them every other day.

stays top 


GARY Paffett endured a frustrating 
Zandvoort round in the German 
Touring Car Masters (DTM), 
finishing seventh. 

However, the silver lining to the 
Haverhill driver’s black cloud was 
that he continues to lead the 
standings. 

Paffett was in fourth place when he 
was tapped into a spin by Martyn 
Tomczyk on lap 28, an incident 
that ended any hopes of finishing on 
the podium. 

He still leads team-mate Jamie Green 
by 16 points, and the manner in which 
he rescued a difficult situation, 
climbing back through the field to 
finish seventh, provided some scope 
for optimism.

Paffett pushed hard for the remainder 
of the race and climbed another four 
places, despite losing rear grip as a 
result of damage caused in the earlier 
incident. 

However, he took encouragement 
from the fact his car is still well on 
the pace of his rivals. 

“Although my championship lead has 
been reduced over the last two races, 
it has not been because of our 
performance which has been really 
strong,” he said. 

“ We head to the next race 
(Oschersleben on September 16) 
confident of a good result and 
extending our lead.”
